motor-cyelo very slowly, on the road from 
Stanley'to Repulse Bay when ‘the Moon 
Garage cat approached bim round a bend, 
without warning at a spced of 25. miles 
on hour, Mr, Corbett said his client, 
realising the dangerous situation, found 
the only thing he could do was to drive 
on toa fall of earth. The. car, however, 
struck the sidecar. E 

Tho plaintiff said that at the scene of 
the accident there Was a fall of carth, 
in enormous quantity having fallen owing 
to the heavy rains and typhoon. It had 
heen suiliciently, cleared; however, to 
allow him-to pass. He was’ going no 
faster than¢four or five miles’ an hour. 
The car approached him at an extraordi- 
nary speed without .giving a warning.

The Synod, as Bishop Norris reminded 
us in a forceful sermon at the Cathedral, 
meets not merely to discuss, but to legis- 
late. Its mectings are thércfore of vital 
interest to all who Jook forward te the 
.progress of Christianity in the’ Far East. 

The Geners! Synod ‘ consists, of two 
Houses—the House of Bishops, which in- 
cludes in .its .membership all Diocesan 
and Assistant Bishops of the Angligan 
Communion in China, whether forcign or 
Chinese (there is: at present only, one’ 
Chinese Bishop), and of a House of 
Delegates both cletigat and lay. Each 
didéese has the right to send four clergy 
and four laity to the Houso of Delegates: 
these, may he-citler foreigners or Chinese, 
as the diocese miay decide, and it makes 
no difference whether the: Diocese is large 
or small As a -thatter of fact the 
Chinese delegated. are already in 9 
majority, and the proportion ‘of Chinese 
to foreign increases at every Synod.
